An editorial in the Post-Crescewt re- 


cently questioned how far the state would 
be able to go in the future in providing in- 
stitutional csre for the mentally retarded 
considering all the other severe demands 
being made today on the taxpayers' 
income. 


A very well-written People's 
Forum 


letter printed on this page today points out 
another side of this question. It may well 
be that in selecting the mentally retarded 
as a case in point the Pest-Crescent in its 
editorial was nol using the best possible il- 
lustrauon. 


What we were trying to say was that 


too often the building of more snd more 
institutions is accepted as the total solu- 
tion to the problems of the mentally ill as 
well as the aged and the chronically ill. 
And that as the case load of these afflicted 
citizens increases we are going Jo have te 
explore other more economical methods of 
caring for them. These may include home 
care and foster home care with out-patient 
service, or the decentralization of institu- 
tions from the state to the local levcl- 
* * * 


All of 2 sudden there are a number of 


studies in this field underway

state and local levels in Wisconsin. 


A two-year planning program financed 


Ly a S144.200 federal grant is getting un- 
der way on the state level to consider gaps 
in service to the mentally ill. "In the past." 
gtatcd Coordinator John Riley. "mental 
*:are ..rograms were either institutional or 
not at all. Today the philosophy is to have 
continuing treatment of varying intensity, 
including home care." 


One of the goals of the stud3~ includes 


the "long-range development of a more 
complete spectrum of coordinated local 
mental health services and retardation pro- 
grams."

Trade With the Reds 


Now that the wheat sales to the Soviet 


Union have gone through, there is report- 
edly more interest in Moscow in widening 
our other avenues of trade. It is definitely 
time for the United States government to 
reconsider its policies on such trade or at 
least to determine what those policies are 
to be and try to make them reasonably 
consistent. 


Politically, opposition to trade with 


Communist nations is considered advan- 
tageous. It apparently makes little sense 
to the voter to help Red nations succeed or 
at least some members of Congress appear 
to believe so. But the list of "strategic"' 
materials which Americans are forbidden 
to sell to the Soviet Union has gradually 
been cut down. And it is generally conced- 
ed that traffic in any goods, theoretically 
at least, frees Communists for the purpose 
of preparing war materials. In addition to 
this since we are interested in demonstrat- 
ing the failures of the Bed system econom- 
ically as well as in its stifling of human 
liberty, m theory we shouldn't sell it the 
things it needs or wants. 


But this point of view runs into trouble 


on two counts: first we are unable so to 
persuade our allies. Secondly, the whole 
theory may be fallacious. 


To a large extent we have been pretty 


inconsistent on this business of trade with 
Communist countries. We completed the 
wheat deal and then bitterly complained 
because Great Britain sold buses to Cuba 
although it is obvious that the

Union, not Cubs, is the real threat even 171 
this hemisphere.

This would be an expansion of services 


to these people rather than a substitution 
of services.

A pilot rehabilitation program costing 


SI million over a five io seven year period 
has been approved for Wood County in 
Wisconsin. The objective of the project is 
to learn what can be done to aid the phys- 
ically and mentally handicapped if there 
is no limitation on services or funds. The 
Wood County results will then be used as 
a national guide in the development of 
such programs. * + * 


Today's emphasis m the rare cf the 


handicapped, mental or physical, is on ac- 
Uve treatment and rehabilitation rather 
ihan custodial care in institutions. 


What the Pos'-Crcscercf wishes to sug- 


gest i? that this is certainly the right di- 
rection all future programming in this 
field should take. 


No patient should be institutionalized 


unless he needs treatment which can only 
be offered in an institution, or unless it is 
undesirable for other good reasons to c?re 
for the patient at home. The state simply 
will not be able to afford to institutional- 
ize all handicapped people. 


At the same time there is a responsibil- 


ity upon local communities and local gov- 
ernments, assisted by the state, to provide 
a wide range of services to the handicap- 
ped who are not institutionalized. 


And it is significant that this problem is 


now coming to widespread public attention 
and that solutions are being aggressively 
sought 


al economy is being based more and more 
upon its Asian markets, including China. 


We do not think many Congressmen 


will long withstand quiet pressure from 
American businessmen and manufacturers 
for permission to get into the competition. 


It appears, since we cannot cut Com- 


munists off from the rest of the world, 
that our efforts trade-wise are inconsistent 
with our insistence that more, rather than 
less, exchanges are important. Exactly how 
are we hoping to avoid nuclear war in the 
future and maintain and expand human 
liberty and justice? 


Outside of some vague dream that may- 


be all Communists will disappear, our best 
hope for the future would seem to lie in 
evolution of communism into something 
more closely resembling our own society. 
We think there are signs of such evolu- 
tionary changes in the Soviet Union. At 
least there is a difference between Russia's 
communism, rather old in history, and 
China's, new and daring. Would increased 
trade, on sound economic principles, in- 
crease the reliance of Communist countries 
upon the free world? 


A Russian professor suggests the an- 


swer. "In a planned economy, large quanti- 
ties are not available for export unless pro- 
visions for this are made in the plan. If we 
have sufficient trade guarantees, we would 
include our trade relations in our planning. 
We would determine which products are 
wanted in the West and would increase 
production to meet that demand." 


Some historians subscribe to the idea 


that most of the noble slogans in ideologies 
are really the result of economic factors. 
Our demands for independence, for in- 
stance, grew out of England's repressive 
colonial economic policies rather than the 
desire of Americans to have their own na- 
lion That came later If th*s theory is 
taken into account in our dealing with 
communism, perhaps we can influence its 
course instead of wiping it ou< in a war 
which would do us great harm. 


But Americans in general and Congress 


in particular have not faced up to the in- 
consistency of our relations with Commu» 
nist countries. It i? essential that we do so. 
We can be sure that at least the bosses in 
the Soviet Union try to make all their 
plans and policies coincide with 
their 


dream of ruling the world.

mental retardation. Institution- 
al Me provides routine, pre- 
dictable, un-pressured environ- 
ment, and this is an important 
factor in the retarded one's 
well-being, and the well-being 
of his family. The information 
I have does not lead me to 
believe that such persons or 
their families are better off 
with them at home. 


The parents and close kin of 


the 
mentally 
retarded can 


quite easily be made to feel 
guilitj?. undatiful, and selfish in 


a vulnerable group in our so- seeking institutional care for 
ciety, this group being the par- their handicapped dependents. 


The person who has the intelli- 
gence and stamina to resist 
such pressures exists. I am 
sure: but I am also sure that 
he is quite special and rare. 


ents, guardians, and kin of the 
mentally retarded who 
need 


constant protective care. 


For this reason it seems to 


me that this statement in the 
editorial is dangerous: '"These 
are enormous costs for the 
state, and although there is no 
reason so doubt their legitima- 
cy, they should persuade us, 
if persuasion is necessary, that 
state institutional commitment 
ought to be the last resort for 
parents and guardians of these 
patients." What is "the last re- 
sort." I wonder, that must be 
reached before institutionaliza- 
tion would be deemed neces- 
sary?

coerce many people into tak- 
ing their kin horns from in- 
stitutions, or keeping their, at 
home when they ought not to 
be there. Such public opinion 
could lead to a legislative re- 
duction of funds necessary for 
further facilities. In the simple 
question, "Why don't they keep 
them at home?" there is a 
psychological weapon to use 
against vulnerable fellow citi- 
zens. Obviously this weapon is 
also a handy knife with which 
to slice a chunk from the state 
budget. But I hope people will 
have the grace not to pick it 
up and use it.

If there is anything a teen-ager dislikes it is being 


called a teen-ager. Even though we realize that we 
are. for most practical purposes, in a class by cur- 
selves, we do not like being labeled as such. We 
realize the strange, almost grotesque position of 
being eaught between the relatively carefree simplic- 
ity of childhood and the responsible, complicated 
adult society, and yet we feel that we, in our teen-jige 
years, should not be considered as apart from the 
rest of society simply because we are so busy with 
our own affairs. 


In the first place, it is absurd to lump together 


everyone who falls in the range of the six teen-age 
years, as obviously there is a vast difference between 
a 13-year-old and a 19-yearold. There are too mauy 
factors other than chronological age which determine 
one's maturity: this is the main reason for a young 
person's resentment of the term "teen-ager." -Second- 
ly, the word "teen-ager" is too often used in disgust, 
or linked with such terms as '-juvenile delinquent" 
in uncomplimentary headlines. One would never see 
the words: "Six old people involved in auto crash," 
or "Two adults arrested for disturbing the-t>eace" in 
a headline. Yet* young people in trouble are con- 
stantly being specified by their age group, as if 
that were the cause of the fault. 


Common Fallacy 


Another common faDacy concerning teen-agers is 


that we are carefree and irresponsible. The opposite 
extreme would be a truer impression. Actually, a 
high school student is under intense pressures from 
many angles. With the ever-increasing emphasis 
placed on getting a college education, the scholastic 
competition in the high school is getting tougher. The 
conscientious student is torn between a desire to 
learn for learning's sake and the more practical 
realization that b« must be constantly aware of what 


is acceptable and pleasing to his teachers and the 
administration, the persons upon whom his recom- 
mendations depend, and then must act accordingly. 


There are also great social pressures placed upon 


the teen-ager. He faces the problem of developing 
and retaining his individualism in the face of possible 
condemnation from his fellow students. Holding to 
one's personal integrity, if it differs from the mere 
popular idea of the group, can be an extremely lonely 
experience for anyone. Pressures from the family 
play an important part in the role of a teen-ager: 
lack of communication and understanding, the strug- 
gle for independence, and differences in goals and 
ideals are continual causes for friction. 


Job Responsibilities 


In addition to these, the high school student often 


Las the responsibilities of a part-time job. for college 
funds, and extra-curricular activities in which he 
must compete for leadership and recognition, i These 
are often joined for no other reason than thai they 
are required by many colleges.) And. finally, hang- 
ing over the young person at all times are vital deci- 
sions to be made regarding choice of colleges and/or 
vocation. 


We would not (and. indeed, could aot) try to con- 


vince am one that the teen-age years are all pressures 
and drudgery, because of his almost limitless energy, 
the teen-ager finds ample time to accept all these 
things and still take an active interest hi national and 
community politics, participate in the activities of his 
church (at the same time that he is probably re- 
examining his beliefs and values), be actively con- 
cerned for the welfare of those less fortunate than 
himself, and think up original, wholesome ways to 
CEtertain himself and his friends. 


For all this activity and service the young person 


asks coining more than his fair share of respect, and 
in return for this respect the rest of society y?ill 
surely reap beneficial returns.

Becrf Batiste 


Castro came into power Jan. 


1. 1959. when Fulgencio Batista, 
his predecessor as dictator, took 
flight before the sweep of the 
popular revolution Castro led. 


Washington hastened lo recog- 


nize the disorganized revolution- 
ary regime, even before Castro 
reached Havana on his triumph- 
al march from the mountains. 


It was not long, however, be- 


fore Washington became wary 
of him. U.S. officials began to 
wonder whether he was a Com- 
munist, since some of his activi- 
ties had a decidedly pro-Com- 
munist slant. 


No Doufof 


Now there is no doubt. Now 


there is total disenchantment 
with his promises that Cuba's 
revolution would see to it that 
thei - was respect for human 
life and liberty, that Cubans 
would enjoy more freedom than 
they had ever known in their 
lives, plus genuinely free elec- 
tions, and social and economic 
reforms to make times better 
for everybody. 


But also now. despite years of 


U.S. efforts aimed frankly at 
toppling Castro from power and 
entreaties tc other nations to 
help that program, Castro is 
boss. 


U.S. officials, however, be- 


lieve that internal troubles of 
every description are piling up 
for Castro, that the Cuban econ- 
omy particularly is in chaos and 
that sooner or later something 
will happen to bring collapse of 
Castro and his regime. 
Getting Results 


Official 
Washington 
Insists 


that its policy of economic and 
diplomatic isolation of Cubs is 
getting results. 


Cuba's 
industries mirdsler, 


Ernesto Guevara, says the U.S. 
economic blockade is the main 
reason Cuba's industrialization 
program failed. 


Cuba, a land where even 


fence posts take root and two 
or three crops a year are not 
unusual, now is unable to pro- 
duce enough of the once-abun- 
dant vegetables, fruits, poultry, 
beef and pork tc go around. 


It has strict rationing of all 


key foods, including the favorite 
black beans and rice, coffee, as 
well as of drugs, milk, oranges, 
shoes and all other items of 
clothing. 


Bod Conditions 


Cuban exiles, some of them re- 


cently arrived from Cuba, de- 
scribe internal conditions as ap- 
palling. They say Castro Cuba 
has the most oppressive system 
of internal espionage of Cuban 
against Cuban the little nation 
ever knew under its worst earli- 
er dictators. 


Cuban children are taught to 


spy on their parents, relatives 
and friends, to single out any- 
one not in sympathy with the 
revolution. 


If Castro is now beset by 


.troubles, and he is. there have 
been moments of glory for him. 
bulwarks for his ego. 


Guest in U. 5. 


In April 1S59. only a few 


months after he had been in 
power, but long enough to raise 
doubts about him in the United 
States, he came to the United 
States as an invited guest of the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, although the U.S. State 
Department was obviously dis- 
pleased at the idea of such a 
visit. 


Then in September 1950. he 


wen} to New York City to speak 
to the United Nations. There he, 
got a public bear hug and assur- 
ances of help from Khrushchev. 


But a speech of nearly five 


hours to the United Nations by 
Castro which became an angry 
tirade against the United States 
seemed to have done him harm, 
s>s did a noisy incident in which 
Castro charged he and members 
of his official party were not be- 
ing treated hospitably. 


Bay of Pigs 


From Castro's viewpoint, one 


of his greatest successes since 
his own victory over Batista was 
the crushing of an attempted in- 
vasion of Cuba by Cuban exiles, 
with some backing but a lack 
of military support, from the 
United States.

Movers, a 29-year old Texan,

Shriver thinks the fact that 


volunteers stay out of politics— 
both the politics of the host 
country and world politics- 
helps dull Communist charges 
against the Peace Corps. 


He adds, "A lot of people 


think our volunteers should 
preach 
Americanism. 
They 


think we shouldn't ban political 
activity. But the volunteers 
preach Americanism just by be- 
ing what they are. And this is 
the most effective way lo do it." 


Congress is enthusiastic. 
The Peace Corps got just 


about all the money it asked for 
from Congress — an increase 
from $59 million to $96 million 
—despite the fact that other 
items in the foreign aid money 
bill were slashed heavily. 


He turned the Bay of Pigs In- 


vasion of April 1961 into the 
worst international defeat of the 
then-new government of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 


Only a few days before Ken- 


nedy had said that no U.S. 
armed forces would be sent into 
Cuba merely to oust the Castro 
regime. That /as been U.S. poli- 
cy since, but the Kennedy pro- 
nouncement did not preclude 
U.S. action if events in Cuba 
should, in the opinion of the 
Washington government, threat- 
en the security of the United 
States or of its neighbors in 
Latin America. 


Missile Crisis 


In October 1962 the United 


States decided that such a situ- 
ation had developed after She 
Soviet Union equipped "oases in 
Cuba with missiles capable of 
reaching most of the United 
States mainland area and any 
point in Jhe Caribbean from 
Mexico to Peru. 


Kennedy imposed a military 


blockade of Cuba, demanded 
that the Soviet Union withdraw 
the missiles and destroy the 
launching installations. The So- 
viet Union backed down, sp- 
parently without so much as 
consulting Castro who later re- 
fused to allow the on-site inspec- 
tion Moscow had promised to 
prove thai the missiles and the 
bases had been removed. U.S. 
officials say aeriai inspection 
convinced them this had been 
done. 


Officials here feel there has 


been a steady decline in Latin 
America's esfmate of Castro as 
evidenced by the 1962 declara- 
tion of the American republics 
that Castro's regime is incom- 
patible to inter-American ideals 
of freedom and democracy. 


Panama Ties 


Widespread reports that the 


Cuban revolutionary regime was 
deeply involved in the Panama 
disturbances came at an awk- 


ward time for the Havana fov- 
eminent, expert* uy. 


Cuba already was in the situa- 


tion of a defendant before tbt 
Organization 
of 
American 


States, which is now in tht 
midst of an inquiry concerning 
the discovery of a three - ton 
cache of arms, some bearing 
Cuban markings, in Venezuela. 
Venezuela's government has ac- 
cused pro-Castro elements and 
other Communists of efforts to 
overthrow it. 


U.S. officials say there has 


been no change in this govern- 
ment's policies toward Cuba, 
since Edwin M. Martin, former 
assistant secretary of state for 
inter-American affairs, outlined 
them in an address in Los An- 
geles last September. 


Tighten Screws 


The administration of Pred- 


dent Johnson may follow the 
same pattern, trying at the 
came time to find new ways to 
tighten the screws oa the Cas- 
tro regime.

Now a new company called Sub- 
scription Television. Inc.—STV 
for short—has decided it finally 
is time to send out a few signals 
to see if the fans get the pic- 
ture. 


First Time 


This will be the first time ma-- 


jor league baseball has been 
conveyed to the living room for 
a price and without commer- 
cials. Not a syllable will be ut- 
tered between innirgs on behalf 
of beer, cigarettes, cigars or 
hair dressing. 


Neither STV nor the ball clubs 


expect a million subscribers to 
materialize overnight. In the 
Los Angeles area, for example, 
STV is obligated to have only 
20,000 customers by July 1, 
when operations formally com- 
mence. ' It must have 700..000 
subscribers in the Los Angeles 
area and 500,000 in the San 
Francisco area in about five 
years, when its first contract1? 
with the ball clubs expire. The 
contracts are renewable for an 
additional five years.

Really Exist*..?

Everyone has his own idea of what a teen-ager is. 


Even. one is wrong. 


Teen-agers, in the sense of the contemporary 


stereotype, do cot exist. any mere than Catholics or 
Jews or Xegroes exist There are individuals who 
profess the Catholic faith, and persons whose skin is 
colored. Each is different, yet all are lumped togeth- 
er, in prejudice, because of the single feature held 
in conniiori. 


Teen-agers share only their age. Accurately, teeas 


may be described as young wen and women between 
12 and 20. 


As individuals there are many things teens are, 


and many they are not. And one of their pet hates 
is being labeled •teen-ager', in a sense so filled with 
derogation and intolerance that nothing goad is pos- 
sible in connotation The label is applied to bad driv- 
ers, vandals, rowdies, the promiscuous and the law- 
breakers. The term is never used for those who are 
mannerly and honest, who respect the property of 
others, who support community projects with their 
time and talents, who enter the Armed Forces, who 
study hard and speak with courtesy. When young 
people do this, they are considered individuals and 
their deeds are considered individual accomplish- 
ments. 


They resent the inconsistency. 


Rules of Their Own 


Young people today live by rales — but the laws 


are their own. The criteria for life set down by their 
parents and grandparents have yet to be proven, and 
youth is starting on its quest for standards of its own. 


New does not T=eai- bad Each young persan has 


his own moral code — and often it is stricter than that 
of his parents, both now and when those parents were 
teens themselves. Teens apply their own cc-de to the 
iehavior of others, judging only in the sense of ac- 
cepting or rejecting certain behavior for themselves. 
They are too sophisticated to confuse knowledge with 
evil, and are eager for all the information they can 
acquire on every subject from sex to religion. 


Keeping hi mind that each young person is as dis- 


tinctly different as a person of any age. they never- 
theless have acquired qualities concomitant to their 
own age and the times in which they live. 


Conformity is a way of life in our TV-oriented 


society, with its JTadison Avenue adjectives and its 
psychological probmgs. The young resent being 
pushed into molds made by others, and create their 
own standards of dress, language and activity. From 
city to city these may vary. but. within his own en- 
vironment. each wants to be accepted in the group. 
Individuality is achieved within prescribed limHs In 
matters of the mind, the boundaries are endless. It is 
here that teens take off like the free spirits they are. 
Whether the interest is auto mechanics aerodynamics 
or philosophy the intellect is on its own and It needs 
no one. Gins may all wear over-the-knee sox or oak 
leaf pins, and boys may be on a white-jean kick, but 
\vhen it comes to the mind, the individual is his OWE 
master. 


Degree of Idealism 


In st-ite of the staik reality of a nuclear world, 


mast teens retain a degree of ideal'sui. seeing fiee- 
dciH from hunger and want and the elimination of 
intolerance as perfectly possible. To tins end they 
are willing to lend themselves by going anywhere on 
eartu and undergoing any kind of personal hardship. 
They believe strongly in the brotherhood of all men. 
regardless of color or belief. In the abstract they 
carry no prejudices. Tnis is not true in reality, as 
teens have been subjected to the intolerant attitudes 
of their parents and cannot deny their own upbring- 
ing. It is not until they are tested that individuals 
know for sure how they actually feel about other 
people ana other ide33. Mast of them are honest 
enough to judge themselves in. the cold hard light 
of performance. 


A teen today, in communities like those of the 


Fox Cities, cannot conceive of the hardships endured 
by his parents growing up during the depression 
years. The insecurity of insufficient food and housing 
and lack of warm clothing are not personal to him. 
Yet he is sharply aware of the greater insecurity un- 
der which everyone lives today, where the loss will 
be not individual but universal. 


Teens admit they think about the future a lot. bat 


usually don't project themselves into it. They are 
often troubled because they can't decide what they 
want. Because they push themselves, they resent 
the push of others. Many are disorganized, dissipat- 
ing their energies and then wondering why nothing 
has been accomplished. Others are so single-minded 
is their purpose that they are unable to develop the 
side interests that would enrich their present days 
ana later lives. 


Wont Discipline 


Young people say they want discipline, no matter 


how hard they fight it. They want their parents and 
teachers to be understanding and aware of their 
needs, even though they themselves may not know 
them, or be able to voice then: The security tney 
seek lies in the order and rules they rebel against. 
They know it and cannot understand why their par- 
ents do not. 


Tremendous energy is channeled into sports, fun 


and the creative a^is More teens are engaged in arl. 
dramatics and music than ever before, net because 
they have to. but because they have learned the satis- 
factions t!*at come from creating beauty. 


The generation approaching adulthood knows 


more about his world than any other in the history 
of man 
Yet it is so aware of its own shortcomings 


and the immense increase in competition that indi- 
viduals are often depressed by prospects for the 
future. 


Most of all. teens—tnat is. young people, in ai' 


their similarities and d:f»erence-—neea it be re- 
spected tnrougtt tftesr growing years, to be listened 
to and encouraged. 


They used to hels of aduUs who i&ok down on 


them because they are y3uig and still groping: adulU 
who are not asnaiied to adisit they may have batched 
it. or who may nst know everything, after all.

Concern for teen-agers is an iaternational pasfinie of the "adult set" 


these organizers who seek to pilot a nation's youth into desired directions. The 
difference between nations lies in the direction considered best for the scon- 
te-fce citizen leaders. 


The pattern pursued in the United States of giving youth something to do 


en the "constructive" side is spreading to other countries. But none seems to 
have quite caught up to Yankeeland for the variety of organizations dedicated 
to the guidance of specific categories of teen-age coys and girls. 


A few years ago. Italy and Germany had Ballila (Fascist Youth Organiza- 


tion) and RAD (Labor Corps). The totalitarian notion of getting everybody Into 
the act meant "serve your country — new." Those who weren't handed 2 rifle 
were given a shovel. 


American Groups 


By contrast, just to mention a few organizations that have teen soted on 


our postage issues, America has had The Boys' Club cf America Movement. 
Eoy and Girl Scouts. 4-H Clubs.-Future Farmers of America, and the American 
Newspaperboys. 


1~> 1948 — a bonus year for commemorative issues — our post office released 


a "Saluting Young America'' stamp for Youth Month. That covered any not 
provided for by all the various organizations, including the YMCA and YWCA. 
An issue for an anniversary of tbe American Automobile Association <AAA) 
emphasized the role played by teen-agers in patrol safety for school children. 


Nowadays, the youth of other nations — Germany and Japan are good 


examples — are emulating the American teen-ager. They like tae dress, the 
habits, tbe music, the recreational pursuits of our young people. Tbe "let's 
organize"1 trend is a natural follow-up. 


Trouble is. the Communists have taken the initiative in many lands. Under 


their influence the yea*b. may join thousands of others under the banner of 
either an extremist religion :like Japan's soka gakkai) or a "youth for better 
government" movement. 


Maybe some of our organizations aren't lively enough to satisfy many 


restless teen-agers but one can't help bat feel that cur youth is shaping ap 
raore favorably than those in seme parts of the world. And maybe — just may- 
be — a good deal of the credit belongs to the American pattern of tailor-made 
organizations, like those noted on our postage issues of recent years.

OSHKOSH—Misbehavior on the part of "a very 


small percentage" of America's teen-agers gives the 
rest of the nation's youth a bad name, in the opinion 
of Circuit Judge Arnold J. Cane. 


Judge Cane, who served as Wmaebago county's 


juvenile judge before his election to the circuit bench, 
estimates that "93 per cent of the kids are good. 
And of the 2 per cent who get into trouble, only a 
very small percentage come into the courtroom." 


During his two years as judge of juvenile court. 


Judge Cane heard approximately 400 cases, of which 
300 involved boys ana 100. girls. 


Boys' Offenses 


The boys' offenses generally included drinking, 


the improper use of automobiles, and "things that 
happen late at night." the judge said. ''Offenders 
included several so-called -good' boys who'd do things 
as a group in the late hours that they wouldn't do 
earlier or singly." 


The girls' offenses involved, as a rule, "things 


having to do with their personal appearance. Or 
they'd want to stay out late because their home life 
was unhappy." 


In general girls were apprehended for shoplift- 


ing of items, such as clothing and cosmetics, relating 
to personal attractiveness. Often the girls stole what 
they could not afford to buy. 


Although Judge Cane is critical of "sensational- 


ism" in dealing with juvenile cases, he is alarmed by

"a definite tread" toward lack of respect en the part 
of young people. He believes this attitude is derived 
from 'the a§e in which we live . . . parental attitudes 
. . . the easy way of living. It's tragic in a way." 


Judge Cane has observed that "delinquency is 


down in rural communities, compared to cities." giv- 
ing rise to his belief that ''the environment of the 
city may be. a contributing factor to delinquency." 


A strong family unit—in particular, a close rela- 


tionship between the boy and his father—acts as a 
deterrent to juvenile offenses, he noted. 


Close Relationship 


""Whea there's a close relationship between the 


boy and his dad—when they have comnion activities, 
hunting together, going to church together—the boy

very seldom gets into trouble. Those kids just never 
came into my court. . . I very seldom saw a member 
of the F.F_A.. Boy Scouts or a church organization." 


In recent years there have been many improve- 


ments in the handling of juvenile offenders in Winne- 
bago County. For one thing, the county now employs 
a full-time intake worker, who is trained in his field, 
and juveniles are kept in a detention center, not in 
jail, prior to their hearings 


'The law considers that when a criminal act is 


committed by someone under 18. it is not 3 crime and 
cannot be charged." he explained. 


'The reason is that, up to the age of 18, no respon- 


sibility is attached to the juvenile, but rather to some- 
one ebe who had greater control—ie.. the home, 
parents, community, school. There has bees a wrong 
committed, not by the juvenile, but by someone else. 


'Therefore, because of this responsibility, it's the 


duty of the law to rectify the situation by putting into 
play forces to rehabilitate or correct it." 


The juvenile court acts primarily as a ''co-ordinat- 


ing agency." which brings into play "certain agencies 
not only willing to help but to make up the individual 
failure to act earlier in the case." 


At this point many organizations are brought into 


play—welfare agencies, church groups, civic leaders. 
The court encourages the use of the guidance center, 
testing programs, and related youth activities. 


If the court assumes jurisdiction of a youth under 


18. it may maintain jurisdiction until he is 21. Hew- 
ever, if a new offense is committed, the youth must 
be prosecuted for the act. 


Throughout his work in juvenile court. Judge 


Cane was impressed by the willingness of civic agen- 
cies and individuals to co-operate in the rehabilitation 
of youfhfut offenders Clergymen, in particular, have 
been generous in contributing time to the work of 
the court, and the welfare of the teen-agers who come 
before it. 
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Insurance Can Protect Costly Cameras

treat your cameras and equipment BS valuable prop- 
erly. Two equipment-laden gadget bags \vere stolen 
from his car though he had taken the reasonable pre- 
caution — he thought — of locking the car and hid- 
ing the equipment en the floor of the back seat. The 
car was jimmied open and the bags were easily 
found. 


Moral? Never leave cameras or accessories in the 


fcedy of a car. locked or unlocked. The safest place 
for any valuable equipment is in the trunk of an 
auto where no prying eye is likely to be aware of the 
contents- And beware of leaving clues in sight that 
might inspire some sneak thief into taking a chance 
cf prying further, clues like empty flashbulb cartons, 
film boxes or a tripot!.

GardefrDiary

One of the signs of the careful and successful 


gardener is the quality and condition of his iecls. 
Gocd tools make all of the considerable chores of 
gccd back-yard care easier, and good tools properly 
cared for can survive the average gardener's needs 
in his life-time. 


I have devoted pleasant weekend afternoons in 


the winter to the care and repair of tools for some 
years, and discovered an important dividend in the 
years, and discovered an important dividend in the 
following season by more efficient puttering in the 
garden. 


Moderate practice and experiment will enable 


most persons to maintain good cutting edges en the 
pruning shears and hedge cutters, the lawn edgers 
and hoes and spades, the sickles and the cutting bars 
cf the rotary lawn-mowers. I must confess that I 
have not yet attained enough confidence in my skills 
to attempt the sharpening of the blades of the reel 
rncwer. That is reserved to a neighborhood handy- 
man whose skills and experience are superior to 
mine. 


Careless Helpers 


Our lot is of somewhat larger than -ordinary size 


and some helpers including my sens are sometimes 
careless in replacing the garden tools in their work- 
shop places when jobs are completed. 


I have found that painting the handles in a 


brighi red. using an ordinary' gloss paint or enamel, 
is a considerable help in locating shears and ether 
smaller items carelessly abandoned in lawn corners, 
or in the growing garden, or in the shrub borders. 
One such painting will last several seasons. If your 
own garden is smaller and the lost tool problem has 
net troubled you. you will find it useful in any event 
to coat the new wooden tool handles with linseed 
oil. to make them easier to the touch of the working 
bands, and to preserve them against splintering end 
weathering. 


One of my pleasant diversions during the winter 


ii an occasional trip to the hardware or garden store 
to examine the new tool inventories. Each season will 
bring a couple oi additions to the tool house rack, in 
the way of a new spade, or a newly designed hee. or 
a pair of new shears-

sparingly, and which they may hesitate to buy en 
iheir cwn account. But people do tend to forget such 
lending, and it is not a mark cf disrespect, but rather 
a mark cf year ewn sensible methods, to imprint or 
paint jour initials as a gentle reminder. 


easily disposable sc they'll always remain a target for 
itchy fingers. When such valuable property is left 
within reach, it is too much temptation for some 
people to resist. If you are aware of that -"act at all 
times you are iikely to take better precautions against 
less. 


However even utmost vigil about your equipment 


can not prevent some robberies or loss from lire cr 
accidents. The answer, of course, is insurance. Insur- 
ance is easy to get. it's comparatively cheap and pro- 
tects against likely hazards. 


In many cases it is not necessary to buy a special 


policy for your photo equipment alone. If you have a 
home owner or personal effects policy already, you 
can itemize your cameras and accessories and turn 
the list over to your agent. The equipment \vill be in- 
cluded at no extra charge- 


Special camera floater policies are also available. 


You must list each item, give its serial number and 
value. The equipment is protected against theft, acci- 
dental loss, fire and damage at home, in use cr en a 
vacation tri panyivhere in the world. 


My friend's recent camera losses and subsequent 


dealings with the police disclosed that this. alas, was 


no isolated case tut only cne in the regular run of 
such incidents. Also that many cf the victims can't 
identify their property by serial numbers cr approxi- 
mate its value and they haven't bothered to "take c-;t 
insurance. 


Serial Numbers 


Gccd cameras and good lenses have serial num- 


bers engraved on theim. You should itemize all yeur 
photo equipment in a triplicate list, giving the value 
of each item as well as its identifying number. One 
copy should go to your insurance company, another 
in your vault c-f persona! file and the third 
.;CEY 


should fee handy as your home cr in the glove com- 
partment of your ear. 


la case of loss, you can then make a clear repcit 


cf what is missing, its identification and its value to 
the police and to the insurance company. It'll make it 
far easier if the police apprehend a culprit with ques- 
tionable property and for the insurance company to 
replace what's missing. 


DC you get the picture? You do? Gccd. that means 


you still have your camera. Take care cf it. 


THE PEOPLE SING 
Nation Owes Debt of Gratitude 
To Men Who Preserved Our Songs

We no longer sing while we work. Few of us in 


cur industrial society have that opportunity. Work 
no lenger proceeds at the pace most folk music de- 
mands. No longer is song needed to help set the wcrk 
pace, for machines have taken the place cf muscle- 
power and individual effort. 


Industry demands manpower. As a result cf job 


migrations, few areas in our country any longer 
have homogenous populations. A worker en the 
auto production line may have no familiarity with 
the musical traditions of his fellows. He may be 
from the deep south, the far west or any one of a 
dozen European countries. There is no longer any- 
common cultural meeting ground. And 
EC. work 


songs have almost disappeared. 


Temporary Eclipse 


The introduction of commercial radio broadcast- 


ing into American life was a major contributor to 
the temporary eclipse of folk music. The sound of 
popular music, for good or bad. entered our lives 
as Tin Pan Alley began to provide the common musi- 
cal modes for all of i?s. In a matter of seconds, the 
same type of music could be heard across the coun- 
try. 


"Pop" music profits were part and parcel of our 


way of life: the emphasis was upon quantity. 3iot 
quality. The goal was not necessarily to fill some 
need, but by repetition and publicity, to produce 
million-sellers. Gimmicks took the place of musician- 
ship. Most modern idols of the mass audience could 
not make a living as singers were it not for echo 
chambers, multiple recording techniques and other 
forms of trickery. 


Folk music did not die. however. It went into 


hiding, into hibernation, as it were. It lived on. almost 
unnoticed except by collectors and folklorists like 
Carl Sandburg and the Lomaxes. It was only.perform- 
ed in small rural areas of the South or in the moun- 
tainous areas which had not been reached by elec- 
tricity. A few entertainers also did their part to keep 
it ?live. usually to small and sometimes politically 
questionable audiences. 


Dedicated Singers 


Dedicated iiagers like Pete Seeger: Lee Hays, 
] 


Wcody Guthrie. Cisco Huston 'and LeadbeJIy Jcest 
right on performing this kind of music, even when it 
was unpopular and unprofitable. 


Much folk music also survived by taking on the 


guise of respectability. New arrangements were work- 
ed out that made the songs smoother, more musical 
and pleasant. These songs then became, and still are, 
an important part of the repertoires of choral groups. 
Every program put on by choral aggregations usually 
included a few folk songs. In this way, the songs 
were given new life and exposure to wide audiences. 


Professional groups under the direction of Roger 


Wagner, Fred Waring, end Merrill Staton 
bavc- 


found that folk songs are well received in any con- 
cert. Amateur groups such as our own wonderful 
MacDowell Male Chorus under the inspired leader- 
ship of men like Edwin Zerdel found that folk songs 
were needed in almost every program. Audience asd 
singers alike could get full enjoyment from these 
evergreen songs from our past. 


If. and when, a comprehensive history cf folk 


music is written, one hopes that these men and 
women who have done so much to enrich our Jh<es 
will be given the credit they deserve. These are men 
who are not content to be participators, but lake 
time out of their busy lives to share their wonderful 
music- with as.

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Ana Landers Talk to Teen-Agers 


Sexual Relations Outside Marriage 
Prove Nothing, May Bring Tragedy 


BY ANN LANDERS 


Oliver Weadell Holmes said. "No generalization is 


worth a damn—including this one." So let's avoid 
generalities and get to specifics. It isn't enough any- 
more for a mother to tell her 16-year-old daughter. 
''Nice girls don't do that." Her daughter may just 
happen to know some nice (but stupid) girls who do. 


What am I saving That a girl can be nice even 


though she goes all the way? Yes. The girl can ba 
nice—but the girl is not very bright. I may be criti- 
cized by some religious leaders for taking this posi- 
tion, but those who hope to frighten teen-agers in 
line with hell-fire speeches had better wake up and 
smell the coffee—because the kids aren't buying. 


Religious training and strict adherence to moral 


codes may keep some teen-agers from going across 
the line, bat too many teen-agers want other reasons. 
The lofty concept that virtue is its own reward 
"makes a nice embroidered sampler—to be framed 
and hung in grandmother's kitchen" wrote one teen- 
ager. Even the lovely word '"chastity" has an old- 
fashioned ring to it—like ''ehaperone" or •'Minuet 
in G." 


Only a fool would tell a teen-ager to stop thinking 


about sex. You may as well tell the sun to stop shin- 
ing. Teen-agers are thinking about sex. and they will 
continue to think about it. What they need is sound 
information so they will know how to think about it. 


Undue Curiosity 


For too many j'ears the subject of sex among teen- 


agers was soft-pedaled. There was a widely held 
theory that frank discussion might excite undue 
curiosity. "Don't give the kids ideas" is the way it was 
put. Well, the kids already have ideas, and many of 
them have put the ideas into practice. Adult silence 
serves only to widen the gap between two generations 
which are already too far apart. I am a strong advo- 
cate of open discussion—and the more open the 
better. 


The cold, blunt facts are these: I know from the 


hundreds of letters I get each week from young peo- 
ple that a shockingly high percentage of high seho3l 
siadents. by the time the}- reach their junior year. 
have had some experience with the opposite sex. By 
•'experience" I mean more than necking and petting. 
I mean sexual relations. 


Most boys view sex differently than girls. The 


boy in his teens rarely sees any connection between 
sex and love. He often has no emotional investment 
in the girl. He is merely responding to his biological 
urge. His attitude is: "Why not? A normal guy has 
to." 


It 13 not uncommon for a teen-age boy to use sex 


as a ''proving ground" or a prop for his ego. Hs may 
try oat a girl just to see if he can make the grade 
because he has heard other boys have. 


Escape from Reality 


Sex is frequently used not only by teen-agers but 


by adults as an escape from a world which they fini 
difficult and demanding. Sex provides them with 
momentary excitement, a feeling of importance and 
even pawer. Il diverts the mind from the central 
problem—a nagging feeling of inferiority—real or 
imagined. In other words, some people use sex as 
others use alcohol or narcotics. 


Teen-age girls who indulge promiscuously ia sex- 


ual relations do so for a number of reasons. Some 
girls foolishly believe it is the key to popularity. They 


fear if they refuse to give the boys what they ask for, 
the boys will not invite them out again and wfll turn 
to someone who is more accommodating. 


And then, of course, there is the pitiful little 


mouse who has no confidence in her ability to hold a 
boy's interest. She believes the only way she can 
show a fellow a good time is to allow him to take 
liberties with her body. 


The girl who goes steady is frequently pressured 


into sexual experimentation by her boy friend, who 
persuades her it's the way to "prove your love." Girls 
who write to me with this problem get my stock 
answer: 


"Tell him no dice. Ask him t& prove HIS love by 


exercising some manly self-control. A boy who makes 
sitch demands on a girl is not interested in HER. He 
is interested primarily in satisfying his oton self'Sh 
desites. Sex relations outside of marriage prove noth- 
ing—except That the people involved had neither the 
self-discipline nor the good sense to wait." 


Another ever-present hazard of sexual relations is 


venereal disease. I have devoted a later chapter to 
this problem because it is a serious one among teen- 
agers—and one which, unfortunately, is too rarely 
discussed because of a naive conviction that "nice" 
people don't get VD. 


Romantic Fantasies 


Most teen-age girls who have sex relations before 


marriage are filled with romantic fantasies of one 
sort or another. They identify themselves with hero- 
ines in love novels or with movie actresses or with 
adults they believe are leading exciting lives. Usually 
the girl persuades herself that the boy cares a great 
deal for her. so what she is doing really isn't wrong 
after all. If they're going steady, she tells herself. 
"I'm crazy about him and we plan to get married 
eventually so it's perfectly all right." 


These girls don't escape the guilt, even though 


they attempt to justify their out-of-bounds behavior 
to themselves and sometimes to ethers. They verbalize 
the notion "It's perfect!}' all right." but the carefree 
facade is only a pose. These girls know land suffer 
from the knowledge) that society does not approve 
of their behavior and that they are living outside the 
bounds of convention. 


Call it '•narrow-minded." "mid-Vivtorian." ''puri- 


tanical" or whatever may come to mind, but sex out- 
side of marriage is unacceptable in our society. This 
conflict can play havoc with the nervous system— 
and often doss. 


Now let's get down to cases What is wrong with 


going all the way? Aside from the moral issues 
(which too many teen-agers have long since discarded 
as being out-of-date), the best reason is this: ft isn't 
worth the risk?. Sex ouside of marriage is a bad bar- 
gain when you measure what you stand to gain 
against what you stand to lose. 


What are the gains? Popularity? Xonsense. The 


push-overs may get a flurry of attention, but it doesn't 
last long. The word gets around, and soon the free 
and easy "make-out" has a rotten reputation. The 
bays may phone her when they are in the mood for 
fun ana frolic, but this is a far cry from popularity. 
Better call it availability. 


What is left then? The pleasure of the act itself? 


Exactly how much pleasure is there for illicit begin- 
ners? Do teen-agers find sex as heavenly and as ex- 
citing as they thought it would be? The answer is 
NO. It's likely to be a disappointment. 


A clinic which serves unwed mothers ia a large 


Eastern city made an interesting study of premarital 
sexuai relations. This question was asked of the un- 
wed mothers: "Did you find the sex experience plea- 
surable, disappointing, or unpleasant?" Only 20 per 
cent described their sex experience as pleasurable. 
Fifty per cent said it was disappointing. The other 
30 per cent described it as unpleasant or revolting. 


Most teen-age boys, because they think of the sex 


act as something "to do and get over with." are not 
satisfactory love partners. They are undisciplined and 
awkward. They lack patience and understanding. 
Sex on the sly can turn one of life's most reward- 
ing experiences into a hideous nightmare. 


Now. what can happen to teen-agers who become 


involved sexually' Many things. And they don't al- 
ways happen to other people. Sometimes they happen 
to you. 


Speaking specifically: Girls get pregnant. And m 


the last 20 years the percentage of unwed mothers 
has tripled I don't mean number—I mean percent- 
age. And this includes only the unwed mothers in reg- 
istered homes>. The unmarried girls who have abor- 
tions or can afford to "go visit relatives in another 
state" will never be known. 


In 1961 one out of every eight girls who married 


was 17 years of age or younger. An educated guess 
indicates that approximately 40 per cent of these 
girls were pregnant when they married. The divorce 
rate for brides under 20 is three times the average 
for all age groups. 


Teen-agers who sample the physical pleasures of 


marriage would do well to consider all the possibili- 
ties. The kids who figure "if something happens wfe 
can always get married" had better understand what 
this means. Too often it can mean 
broken-hearted 


parents, a sudden end to education, and being 
saddled with responsibilities of manhood and woman- 
hood at a time when you should be enjoying teen-age

Outdoors Wisconsin 
Frequent Visits of Raccoons Were 
Nature Highlight of Yast Year

Each year I look forward to the "summing up" 


letter of nature doings sent me by Betty (Mrs. Mar- 
vin) Heyrman. The Heyrmans. former residents of 
Green Bay. have been living for a number of years 
with their small children at Boot Lake, near Tawn- 
send in Oconto County. 


The nature highlights of 1963. according to Betty, 


were the frequent visits of raccoons. Their favorite 
feeding spot was a four-foot long birds' feeding tray 
fastened to the outside of their living room window. 
The coons were able to get up to the tray by means 
of a step ladder which one day was accidentally left 
outside near the window. 


"We were sitting in the living room one evening 


when Marv looked up and saw a coon sitting in the 
tray, not three feet from us. From Labor Day until 
the eve of deer season we had at least one raccoon 
come to feed each evening. Usually they would arrive 
shortly before the sun set." Betty writes. 


Apparent Wound 


In watching them, the Heyrmans discovered that 


there were actually three raccoons, a mother and two 
young ones. One of the young had a noticeable hole 
in its skin which looked as though it had been made 
by gun shot. 


"The children (who had named all the raccoons 


"Charlie" i were delighted the night the two young 
raccoons came early and started a fight. They clawed 
and bit each other, and their antics got so rough they 
almost pushed each other over the edge of the tray 


to the concrete five feet below." 


The food- offered the coons was mostly table 


scraps. Betty says. They ate almost everything, two 
exceptions being raw meat and celery. They became 
quite tame, and would often look into the living room 
begging for food. 


"Grapes were a favorite food." according to Betty. 


"They reached the point where we could open the 
window a few inches, and hold out a bunch of grapes,, 
which they would pick off one at a time."

They had been such pets that we felt this dead 
one deserved a burial. We put him in a box and 
buried him in the woods within sight of the house. 


"The death of this one raccoon brought an end to 


the visits of the others. We placed food out for & 
while, but they have never returned."

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Lamp Post Leanings 
Conditions Must be Suitable 
Before a Female Can be Bred 
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BY BUD LARIMER 


If ycu have recently become the cwner of a female 


pup. you need to be able to recognize and cope with 
her periodic "seasons." The normal female cf any 
breed under consideration conies "in heat", "in sea- 
son" and is in a condition conducive to being bred 
and becoming pregnant roughly even.- six months. 
Jf she is bred, whelps a litter and raises that litter, 
the next season is more apt to fee six months frcm 
the time of whelping than from the previous season. 


The young bitch can come in any time from six 


months to a year or more. The smaller breeds, span- 
iels and terriers, tend to come in earlier than the 
larger breeds. Theoretically, if a female comes in 
season^ her body and organs have matured sufficient- 
ly to conceive, nourish, whelp and feed a litter. How- 
ever, no female of from seven to 10 or 11 months is 
actually physically or mentally stable enough for such 
an undertaking. Breed then, at the second season, 
better, in the very largest breeds, the Third. 


Up to several weeks before the physical signs of 


her season occurs, there are generally temperamental 
changes. She often becomes flighty, "kittenish,"' 
capricious and may mind less well. Even though 
thoroughly house-broken for some time, there may 
te "lapses." Her appetite may become "picky"', she 
is often more demonstrative and is also eager tc romp 
and wrestle with other dogs. 


Physical Signs 


Seen after ail this Overture to Spring, there will 


ce clearly apparent physical signs. First a swelling 
of the external gentalia of varying intensity: then a 
discharge, watery and colorless at first, becoming 
bleed, continuing so for from 12 to 20-odd days: a 
gradual regression to the colorless with a softening 
and diminishing swelling and a final return to nor- 
mal, physically and mentally. By and large, the bitch 
is receptive to breeding from the 12th day of color 


ea to the end of her period. 


If you are net an experienced breeder, familiar 


with the animal in question, cr it is a first season— 
don't count en it! Some bitches show color for more 
than 17 days, some for two or three, some have a 
season so brief and show so little color that the owner 
is hard put to it to estimate the duration of the whole 
thing. Some will "stand"' for days, and some will 
show profuse color, others for only a day or less. 


In even.1 individual case, judge by the female's 


actions, she knows best! When she is ready she will 
solicit and "woo" a male. With all the conditions 
suitable, a knowledgeable male, and experienced 
handling, you stand a good chance of getting a litter. 
However, if you do not wish her to be bred, none of 
these criteria hold true- She can be gone five minutes 
at any period of her season and will produce at least 
12 pups by the first male dog she encounters that is 
mere than one day ever puberty: \ 


Danger of Injury 


Under no circumstances should the male and 


female be turned loose together in a room or yard 
and be allowed to breed unattended. Many males 
become quite ugly if the bitch resists too long: many 
bitches, especially '-first timers"' will panic at the 
crucial time and fight savagely tc prevent the actual 
breeding. Even if both are willing and cooperative, 
and the breeding successful, there is much chance 
cf both dogs being severely or even fatally injured if 
sot held during the time that they are "tied"—from 
10 to 45 minutes cr longer. 


As soon as the breeding is over, the bitch should 


fee taken to some quiet place and left to rest and 
relax for several hours. Then 63 days later, give or 
take a day or two. your real troubles will begin—as 
you "raise your family:" If your prospective dam has 
to ce shipped or driven any distance to the stud, it

is best to get her there early, leave her there or make 
several trips. There is much controversy rampant 
over double or single breedings. A second breeding 
can do no harm 24 hours later, and it may be the one 
that "takes." If the bitch was cooperative the first 
time and fights the second furiously, she is generally 
bred, so don't force it. 


If your female is solely a pet and companion, if 


she is a poor specimen, has a bad temperament, cr 
has some definite chronic ailment, you would cer- 
tainly be most wise to have her spayed. The ideal 
time to have this done is from four to seven nr-cnths. 
Bodily glands and chemistries seem to readjust most 
easily and permanently at that time. 


Another school of thought advises having it dene 


between the first and second season, so that the ani- 
mal may be fully mature physically. 


Gallery Must Protect $560 Million in Canvases

LONDON (A?) — "Jlind you," said the tall, thin 


man. "it is a worry."' 


The "worry" he was talking about was $560 mil- 


lion worth of paintings. 


The man who has the responsibility for them is Sir 


Philip Hendy. 60-year-old director of Britain's Nation- 
si Gallery. 


Sir Philip is understandably reluctant 
to talk 


about the gallery's precautions against theft. He feels 
that the less known about its security arrangements 
the more effective they are. 


But it is no secret that since the theft of Goya's 


portrait of the Duke of Wellington from the gallery 
in August 1961. security has been stepped up to a 
marked degree. The uniformed attendants who form 
the first line of defense have, for instance, been in- 
creased in number from 55 to 116. 


Additional Staff 


The additional staff and higher rates cf pay tc at- 


tract more recruits have added another 10.000 pounds 
(128.000) annually to the gallery's expenses. 


Burglar alarms, electronic warning devices, the 


fixing of pictures to walls and other precautions have 
added tc the spiraling cost ef protecting the gal- 
lery's 2.000 paintings—only half of which are at pres- 
ent en view to the public. 


"In fact, so much is now being spent on security 


Ja galleries and museums throughout the 
country 


that the theft cf the Goya has defeated its ewn pur- 
pese,"' said Sir Philip in an interview. 


"The people who took it declared 
they were 


against large sums being sepnt en pictures. But the 
additional amount spent oa protecting pictures be- 
cause ef the Goya theft must cow fee mere tbas the 
?aJue of the stolen painting."

The Goya, sold at auction shortly before it was ac- 


quired by the gallery, was valued at 140.000 pounds 
«"s392.000i. 


Security in an an gallery, says Sir Philip, comes 


down to a compromise between looking after paint- 
ings like a bank looks after valuables and exhibiting 
them as openly as possible to the public. 


"After all, our job is to exhibit paintings and we 


are judged on how easy v,e make it to see them.'" said 
Sir Philip. 


Greater Risk 


"But ene thing always balances cut another. For 


instance, by iixing many of our pictures to the walls 
to prevent their quick removal, we have increased 
the risk cf loss in case of fire." 


The size of the security problem can be judged by 


the fact that the gallery occupies a two-acre site. The 
reference section, containing about half the collec- 
tion, covers 7.500 square feet. 


There are 40 external doors and 250 windows. On 


Ihe main exhibition floor there are 34 galleries and 5 
ether rooms which are not open to the pjblic. On the 
ground floor there are 90 rooms, many ef them of- 
fices and many of them rooms to which the public has 
access. There are another 90 rooms in the basement 
and two studios and 6 rooms in the conservation de- 
partment. 


Most thefts from public galleries and museums. Sir 


Philip said, are attributed to thieves who conceal 
themselves inside until after the place is closed. So a 
thorough search must be made every day. The Nation- 
al Gallery has reduced the time needed for 2 thor- 
ough search by using patrol dogs which are hired. 
with their handlers, from a security organization. 


A number cf the gallery's pictures are valued at 


more than cue million fcunds 
< $2,800.000} each. 


They include Jan Van Eyck's "Marriage cf Gicvaam 
Arnolfini."' Pierro della Francesca's '"Nativity"' and 
Titian's "Bacchus and Ariadne."' 


Yet none of these, nor any of the other paintings

Kibitzer Poses an 
Eternal Problem 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


"PJeas* settle a problem for us," a reader re- 


quests. "Our Tuesday Afternoon CJub doesn't know 
what to do. 


"Declarer revoked on the third trick, played three 


more tricks and then spread her hasd ic claim the 
jest of the tricks. The opponents were in the process 
of conceding the tricks \vhen the kibitzer spcke up, 
calling attention to the revoke. 


"Declarer thought she was entitled to her con- 


tract because the revoke was meaningless and acci- 
dental and because the opponents \vou!d sot have 
scticed it if the kibitzer had kept quiet. The oppon- 
ents said they were entitled to two tricks for the re- 
voke because they might have nonced it in time even 
if the kibitzer had remained silent. 


"Who is right, and what should we dc?" 


Both Right 


Both sides are right, but there is acihing to do. 


The interfering kibitzer is an unsolved and perhaps 
ansolvable problem. 


In a sociable game, you might penalize ihe kibitz- 


er by. sending her into the kitchen tc wash all the 
dishes. In a club, you might insist that the kibitzer 
buy a round of drinks (or ice-cream sodas). 


In New York's famous Cavendish Club act long 


ago. a similar problem was solved by awarding de- 
clarer his contract and the defenders 100 points for 
defeating the contract. The difference was charged 
to the kibitzer. He didn't like it. but he had to accept 
the ruling or resign from his favorite bridge club. 


Most groups cannot enforce so strict «but equit- 


able) a ruling. About all they can do is make the 
Kibitzer feel the weight of their displeasure—out Ibis 
dcesn't solve the problem of how to score the band. 


Perhaps a compromise score is the most practical 


solution. Give declarer her contrsct. cut give the op- 
ponents something above the line as a partial clfset. 
If the contract is a game, give the opponents afccut 
2GO points: if it is a slam, give them 500 points. 


This is not. of course. 2 ?egal solution. There is 


nc»e. But any kibitzer who sees how much trouble is 
caused by interference may think twice fcefcre talk- 
ing the next time.

South worried about losing two spades and i%vo 


diamonds. There is nothing much he can do aceut 
the spades, but he may fee able to save a diamond 
trick. 


South can limit the diamond loss if either oppo- 


nent holds the singleton or doubleton of diamonds. 


- For example, suppose East has A-x of diamonds. 
Declarer should then lead a low diamond from dum- 
my. Esst will play lew. and South's king will win. 
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South will then return a diamond and play lew ficm 
the dummy. East will have to play his ace anw.-ay. 
and dummy's queen will be good for a later irick. 


South should play the diamonds just the oppcsite 


way if it is West who has A-x of diamonds (as hap- 
pens to be the case).

Best Method 


The best method is to draw trumps and cash three 


rounds of clubs first. Then South should lead a spade 
toward dummy's king. If the ace Is favorable located. 
Scuth need not worry about the diamonds. 


As it happens, the ace of spades is "wrong." and 


East gets TWO spade tricks. East must then lead a 
diamond, since any other return would allow South to 
discard a diamond while dummy ruffed. 


South should assume that West has the ace cf dia- 


monds. By this time it is clear that East had a single- 
ton heart and some spades headed by the ace-jack- 
ten. If East also had the aee of diamonds he might 
have spoken up during the bidding. 


Since East actually kept quiet. South should as- 


sume that East probably does not hold the ace cf 
diamonds. This is far from a certainty, but it is a 
let better than a blind guess. 


South lets the jack cf diamonds ride around to 


dummy's queen and then returns a diamond, playing 
low from his own hand. The assumption is correct, 
and West is obliged to play his ace of diamonds, so 
that Scuth's king is good for a later trick.

Day With Duties of Job

of U Thant. He himself has 
changed iitt'.e. 


When the Burmese teacher- 


journalist - diplomat succeeded 
the late Dag Hammarskjold on 
Kov. 3, 1961. he was lauded by 
friends for his gentleness, seren- 
ity and calm He is still being 
praised for the same qualities— 
and for the quiet firmness he 
quickly displayed. 


He seems to thrive on the 


piessures of the job which for- 
mer Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie called "impossible."' 


His work day cannot be cut 


to a fixed pattern. 


Sometimes, when the General 


Assembly or the Security Coun- 
cil are meeting, he spends hours 
listening to the debates. At 
other times, he gets a chance 
to catch up on reports, admin- 
istrative work and on his con- 
tacts with U.N. delegates. 


Of one thing he can be sure: 


His days are always long and 
crowded. 


At 55 Thant is trim and fit- 


looking, although he devotes 
little time to exercise.
